W ith a large p art of th e huge 
apple crop in the Columbian a - 
M ahon in g coun ty d istrict saved 
through public appeals an d aid 
from stud en ts an d busin essm en 
an d women last week, the grow­ 
ers tod ay

problem—th a t of fallen apples. 
R ecen t frosts b iw g tv d qwn 
m ost of the rem ain in g crop an d 
lead in g growers tod ay estim ated 
th a t 100,000 bushels of fallen 
apples are lyin g on the groun d .

The rest of the nation comes under that regulation Nov. 22, with registration beginning 
Nov. 9, In the now unrationed states, motorists will have to list all their tires by serial number and 
certify that they have no more than five per vehicle. Eastern motorists must dispose of their idle tires 
by Nov. 22. The government will purchase excess tires at ceiling prices. Within a week the government 
will announce how and under what conditions rubber will be provided for the “essential” mileage for 
all passenger cars.
